S, OLAF MEYER '40 


S,Olaf Meyer '40 is our first Graduate to receive a decoration. 
He was awarded the Distinguished Flying Cross in June 1944. His 
citation reads as follows; 


"Flight Lientenant Meyer is « highly skilled 
navigator, He has taken part in many opera- 
tional sorties several of which were by night 
and involved landings in enemy territory. The 
high degree of navigational skill attained by 
his wing is largely ct'wmegr to the high stand- 


eras set by this officer during training." 


Our congratulations to Olaf and his wife, Harriet Schmauder 
Heyer Als, 


Olaf was born at Copenhagen, Denmark on September eeand, 
1916 and came to Caneda in 1922, and to Sir George Williams 
College in 1934, but was much too busy to graduate till 1940. 
Pointe anx Trembles French Institute and Montreal High School 
may claim crecit for contributing to Olaf's education prior 
to 1934, An outline of Olaf's activities at Sir George covers 
practically every student organization at that time,(and of 
course includes Harriet whom he met in 1935 and married in 
1941.) 

Olaf is perhaps best remembered as the founder of "The 
Georgian". He wap repeatedly elected Editor in-Chief, and in 
recognition of the part he played in founding and developing 
the paper he was made the first recipient of the"Guinea Pig 
Awarc" for the"most outstanding new gontribution, either aca- 
demic or extra-curricular to the student life of the College." 

In addition to his office with the College Weekly he was 
President of the S.U.S,,Manager of the Basketball and Floor 
Hockey Teams, Stage Manager of the "Georgiantics" and the 
Playmakers' Yorkshop. He graduated with a B.Sce.(Com) degree 
in 1940 and enlisted in the Air Force in October of the same 
year. He trained ut Uplands, Toronto, Jarvis and Malton and 
went overseas in July 1941. He was commissioned Pilot Officer 
in July 1941,Plying Officer July 1942 in India, and Flignt 
Tientenant July 1943 also in India. His decoration was awarded 
the following year in June. 

Ole’ returned to Montreal early in December and after 
a month's furlough was posted to an operational training Unit 
at Comax B.O. Olaf and Harriet left Montreal for the coast 
on January 7th, 1945.

George Yinston Sinclair 


Today our thonghts are largely of ourselves, and I think 
that is understandable. Some of us have spent many yerrs pre- 
paring ofr this ceremony and we sre inevitably conscious of 
being on «= lofty pinnacle, or precipice, whichever it muy be. 
But while we are full of our own «chievements, we «re thinking 
of some others «ar well. 


First there is the large group of men and women who 
would be with ns tonight, but who cannot becanse they «re bury 
elsewhere with very important business, The long liste in the 
corridors =re constant reminders that the class of '44 is not 
all in this building. Some of them no longer hrve need of books 
to teach them the secret of things; they heve greduated before 
us. Others will return to find that there is «u place reserved 
for them; to find thet the College is etill concerned «bout men 
and vomen; to find themeslves not adults «mong children, but 
but citizen-etudents among their peerr, 


We are also thinking of those to whom we owe our presence 
here, We are especially grateful, of conrse, to the men who 
have made a reality of this College, which is celebrating ites 
hundredth anniversary, For I do not consider Sir George Wil- 
liams College an sxcrescence which came into being in 1926, 
but as one of the normsl parts of a virile and varied moverent. 
But there are others, neither besming from platfomms nor sit- 
ting in front rows, 

Each of us knows who they are; parente,family,friends, 
teachers who hive encorraged and helped and had fsith in us. 
Some sre here tonight, others «re not «able to join us; still 
others we have forgotten, not conscious of the light passing 
touch thet steered us this wey or that, or held us on our 
course when we were wobbling. They were «ll proud of us, and of 
our achievements; may they still have cause for pride in the 
future, I hope that we will never grow so mighty and forgetful 
thet we refer to onreslvee at self-made; each of us knows hon 
false thet vrord world be. 


Standing in this pulpit, and in thir most solemn company, 
I hope I will be perdoned if I teke a text for my remerke to- 
night. an elder eclectic wrote; 


"Tt is not sufficiently considered how little there 
is in mort men's ordinary life to give «ny lergemers 
either to their conceptions or to their sentiments. 
Their “ork is a routine; not « lebour of love, but 
of self-interest in the most elementary form, the 
satisfaction of the daily wants; neither the thing 
done, nore the process of doing it, introduces 
the mind to thoughts or feelings extending beyond 
individuals."

These words were written a hundred or so yesrse ago; how much more 
true are they today of our highly svecialized industrial and cor- 
mercial society. 

I wonld like to suggest that the most important funetion of 
this College is not to graduate potential chemists, accountants or 
historians. It is to provide in some measure that largeness which 
is lacking in men's ordinary life. I epeak to you as an evening 
student; one who, with hundreds of others, has left «a factory or 
shop at 5:30 to race to a class at half past six, to find there 
not more drudgery (as it might appear to an onlooker) but mental 
and spiritual stimulation and catisfaction denied by the daily 
grind. 

This is not a trifle. There are thousands of jobs which by 
their very nature ure not mentally challengine, and I see no end to 
them. Books mnst be kept, letters must be tyned, and someone must 
do these things. Most of us must work to eat, and the work we get 
paid for will often be below our abilitiss. But the. hours off the 
job are ovr own, and with the help of such a place as thie College 
we can make of them what we will. 

There is a passage in Barrie's play Ifwury Rose, in which the 
Blakes are talking with the ghillie Cameron, who has confided to 
them that in the winter he is a divinity student, 


-Is your father a crofter in the village? 

-Yes,matam, when he is not at the university of Aberdeen. 

~lly stare, does he so there too? 

-~He does so, We share a very small room between ue. 

-Father and son. Is he going into the ministry also? 

-Sneh is not his purpore. “hen he has taken his depree he 
will return and be a crofter again. 

-~In that case I dont see what he is getting ont of it. 

-He is getting the greatest thing in the world out of it; 

he is getting education. 


I think Cameron's attitrde toward education would be completely 
understood by many students of this College, who are not here be- 
cause they are dissatisfied with their station in life or with their 
job, but because they want to add something larger outside it. I 
think Montreal will be a happier place when more of its people 
have a chance to use their minds more fully than they do at present, 
and to use some of the pcetentialities that are now idle. We are 
told that it is good for a: sedentary worker to fo cut in the even- 
ing and bat a bell aronnd. I think it is good for a rontine worker 
to bat an idea around after he has added the last column for the 
dayé 

I think Sir George Williams College will increasingly be re- 
garded as a place where ordinary people can come to enlarge their 
sentiments and conceptions by lesrning more sbont themselves and 
the society and world in which they live. I think they will not 
want to be pampered by barren series of popular lectures, but will 
want the intellectual stimnletion of really getting into the sub- 
jacts labelled Sociology, Biology, Psychology, and so on. 


AS «u SGience student I naturally have no wish to minimize 
the importance of knowledge. Ye h:.ve spent meny yeere in pursuit 
of some. That is :. good thing. Not only for itself,although I 
think it hss an absolute v.lue, but beoruse the world pays off 
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on it, and we like to eat. But today, when we are very conscious 
of having passed 21 courses in this and that, let us remember t at 
they are not the most important thing, 


The taking of courses for the acquisition of knowledge is 
onlyone of the ways in which largeneses can be attained, More imp- 
ortant, and more potent, is the simple act of association with 
large and alertminds. I believe the mere Spending of 52 hours 
with Dr. Bridges may be more important than learning some psychology 
I am sure that meeting Prof. Hall once a week is far more import- 
ant than getting a smatterine of science, Ye will forget psycholo- 
gy, but we will learn and remember the open-minded and selective 
attitude. Ve will forget what Bourassa said in 1843, but we will 
remember learning careful abjectivity. Ye ill forget what kind 
of plant Amphioxuse is, bnt we will remember an example of thsrough- 
ness and precision of mind. Ye will forget which way blood goes 
through the liver, but how many unacademic things have we: learned 
from the Dean which we will never forget. 


So I suggest that the important things in this Ccllege are 
those which never get on examination papers, or anpear on diplemas, 
Things whigh can only show, and be passed on, in our living, if 
we have truly learned them, 


What do you think endures? 

Do you think a great city endures? 

Or a teaming manufacturing state? or a prepared constitution 
or the best bnilt steamships? 

Or hotels of granite and iron? or any chef-d'eeuvres of 
engineering, forts, armaments? 


Away! these are not to be cherished for themselves, 

They fill their hour, the dancers dance, the musicians play 
for them, 

The show passes, all does well enough of course, 

All does very well till one flash of defiance, 


A great city is that which has the greatest men end women, 
If it be a few ragged huts it is still the greatest city 
in the whole world, 


And nothing endures but personal qualities.

December 24,1944 


Dear Georgians, 

Your Christmas card arrived tonight. What perfect 
timing. It relieved a mail shortage that has existed for weeks, 
and its good to know that you are carrying onthework we left off. 

Tonight we had a Christmas Pageant and the sound of 
Christmas carols in the jungle made me stop and realize how far 
men have come to fight for the ideals that Chirstmas represents. 
Perhups by some miracle we will be home for next Christmas, but 
I doubt it. The war here has just begun, and we have in the Jap 
a well-trained, well-equipped and fantically brave fighter. You 
Gan believe the stories abont their atrocities to our prisoners, 
However don't be fooled when people say that their equipment is 
no good. Too muny boys lie dead or wounded, in testimony to the 
efficiency of their weapons. 

The netive population is quite docile here and have 
been great aid in locating the Japs and currying out our wonnded. 
Our location is very good, being right on the ocean and our 
tents are in a coconut grove. I am at a headquarters that cin- 
trols the supplies for the whole Southwest Pacific area. That's 
@ll I can say for now. 

Ye ©re at present in a:irainy season. When it raine 
it comes doym in torrents for hours on end. Eventually one gives 
up hope of of keeping completely dry. The snn dries everything 
out in short order and we must take advantage of it to keep 
blankets from mildew. Leather goods rot quickly, no matter how 
good the qnalit;., 

One has to admire the ingenuity that will eventually 
help ns to victory. The ordinary GI Joe is a handy man, and most 
tents have floors, washstands, gardens of some sort and little 
things that remind men of home. Dogs are quite numerous and we 
recently had an sddition to the canine population in the person of 
three puos, all doing nicely.

Incidentally I'm a confirmed pipe smoker, 
bnt will be able to trade for pipe tobacco. Recently I smoked some 
Jap Gigsrettes. Its rumonred they contain tobacco burt one conld 
never tell by the taste. 

I hope that the school carries on in its traditions and that after 
the war the new building will go up. Regards to all the old guard & the Faculty 

I’ve rambled on at length and as I hear distant rumblings I'1l 
turn in now. Here is hoping that the New Year brings joy & peace to all Georgians

Hditor's llote; After leaving Sir George, Douglas was a 
theological etudent at Hvron College, London,Ont. He is 
now in stikokan, Ontario. Ye were able to obtain the let- 
ter referred to above, and find that Doug has been doing 
quite a bit of travelling and has met quite a few of the 
important Church dignitaries in that area. The latter 
part of his letter is printed below,- 
",..arrived in ttikokan at 6.00 A.M., had breakfast in the Deanery. 
Here I will be a student missionary for a period of one vear, I 
have charge not only of atikokan, but Steep Rock Iron line about 
seven miles from the station. It is the only iron mine of its kind 
in Canad, or in America for that matter, and the Engineers tell 
me thet they have been labouring on it day and night, trying to make 
the laws of nature perform their miracles. There are no Churches 
here, so at Atixokan T hold the service in a schoolroom, and at 
Steep Rock mine in a cafeteria. The principal of the school at 
atikokan wants me to lecture to the children here one hour a week, 
There are so many things to be done and my hands are tied for time, 
I have found out that the life of a missionary is not an eary one, 
but there is preat joy attached to it - a joy of service...."
